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SUBJECT: PRC NATIONAL DAY EDITORIAL - STILL MARKING TIME 

SUMMARY: THIS YEAR'S "PEOPLE'S DAILY", "RED ELAG", "LIBERATION 

ARMY DAILY" JOINT EDITORIAL WAS NOTEWORTHY MORE EOR WHAT IT 

DID NOT SAY THAN EOR WHAT IT SAID. THE IMPRESSION WAS ONE OE MARKING 

TIME WHILE THE IDEOLOGICAL CAMPAIGN 

TO CRITICIZE LIN PIAO AND CONEUCIUS WINDS DOWN AND THE 

POPULACE IS BEING GEARED UP EOR NEW EEEORTS TO INCREASE 

PRODUCTION ALTER A YEAR THAT WAS MARKED BY INDUSTRIAL 

DISRUPTIONS. ALTHOUGH TOTAL INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 

PRODUCTION WAS SAID TO HAVE INCREASED OVER 1973, 

ECONOMIC CLAIMS WERE LESS SPECIEIC THAN IN LAST YEAR'S 
EDITORIAL. ATTENTION WAS AGAIN PAID TO MILITARY AEFAIRS, 
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THE NECESSITY TO STUDY CHAIRMAN MAO'S MILITARY LINE AND 
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STRENGTHENING PARTY LEADERSHIP, PROBABLY REELECTING A 
CONTINUING PROBLEM IN PARTY-MILITARY RELATIONSHIPS. EOREIGN 
AEFAIRS AND THE QUESTION OE THE LIBERATION OE TAIWAN 
RECEIVED ONLY PEREUNCTORY TREATMENT, AND IN CONTRAST WITH 
LAST YEAR, THERE WAS NO MENTION OF THE NATIONAL PEOPLE'S 
CONGRESS. END SUMMARY. 


1 . ON JANUARY 1 PEKING PUBLISHED ITS TRADITIONAL "PEOPLE'S 
DAILY", "RED FLAG", "LIBERATION ARMY DAILY" JOINT EDITORIAL SUMMING 
UP THE EVENTS OE THE YEAR AND SETTING THE TONE EOR THE NEW 
YEAR. THIS YEAR'S EDITORIAL WAS NOTEWORTHY MORE EOR WHAT 

IT DID NOT SAY THAN EOR WHAT IT SAID. THE IDOLOGICAL TONE 
WAS SUBDUED, WITH EMPHASIS ON THEORETICAL STUDY AND 
CRITICISM RATHER THAN ON STRUGGLE. ALTHOUGH THE EDITORIAL 
NOTED THAT "THE SMALL NUMBER OF ORGANIZATIONS WHICH 
HAVE NOT DONE WELL IN THE CRITICISM OE LIN PIAO AND CONEUCIUS 
SHOULD TAKE IT UP IN REAL EARNEST," THERE WAS NOT THE 
THREATENING TONE OF LAST YEAR'S EDITORIAL WHEN INTELLECTUALS 
WERE SINGLED OUT FOR SPECIAL ATTENTION WITH THE CLAIM THAT 
"THERE WILL BE NO EUTURE EOR THEM IN GOING BACKWARDS." 

DESPITE THE EDITORIAL'S CLAIM THAT "IT IS NECESSARY TO 
CONTINUE TO GRASP THE CRITICISM OE LIN PIAO AND CONEUCIUS" 

THE IMPRESSION CONVEYED WAS ONE OF A CAMPAIGN WINDING DOWN. 
ADDING TO THIS IMPRESSION WAS THE ALMOST TOTAL ABSENCE OE 
REFERENCES TO THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION, A PROMINENT EEATURE 
OE LAST YEAR'S EDITORIAL. 

2. THE EDITORIAL CLAIMED AN "ALL-ROUND GOOD HARVEST" AND 
STATED THAT THE TORAL VALUE OE INDUSTRIAL AND AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTION "SHOWED A ERESH INCREASE OVER 1973 " (IN CONTRAST 
TO LAST YEAR'S SPECIEIC CLAIM OE MORE THAN 8 PERCENT). 

IT ALSO DID NOT SINGLE OUT ANY INDUSTRIAL SECTORS FOR 
SPECIAL MENTION, AS WAS THE CASE LAST YEAR. THE EDITORIAL 
THUS TENDS TO CONEIRM OTHER INDICATIONS OF A REASONABLY 
SUCCESSFUL YEAR IN AGRICULTURE, BUT OE DIEEICULTIES 
ELSEWHERE INCLUDING KNOWN DISRUPTIONS IN SUCH KEY SECTORS 
AS MINING AND TRANSPORTATION. 

3. MILITARY AEEAIRS AND THE STRENGTHENING OE THE PARTY'S 
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LEADERSHIP WERE AGAIN EMPHASIZED, PROBABLY REELECTING 
THE CONTINUING PROBLEM OF PARTY-MILITARY RELATIONSHIPS. 

ON THE QUESTION OF THE MILITIA, WE NOTE THAT IN CONTRAST 
WITH LAST YEAR'S CALL TO "STEP UP THE BUILDING OE THE 
PEOPLE'S MILITIA, ESPECIALLY IN CITIES AND BORDER AREAS, AND 
RESOLUTELY STRIKE AT THE HANDEUL OF CLASS ENEMIES ENGAGED 
IN SABOTAGE", THIS YEAR'S EDITORIAL SIMPLY STATES "IT IS 
NECESSARY TO BRING THE MILITANT ROLE OF THE PEOPLE'S MILITIA 
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INTO FULL PLAY." IT WOULD APPEAR THAT THE CONTROVERSY OVER 
WHO CONTROLS THE MILITIA WHICH WAS ACUTE AT THE END 
OF 1973 MAY NOW LARGELY HAVE BEEN RESOLVED. COMPROMISES WITH 
THE MILITARY WERE SUGGESTED, HOWEVER, BY TWO POSITIVE 
REEERENCES TO NATIONAL DEFENSE INDUSTRIES AND THE REVIVAL 
OF THE SLOGAN "THE WHOLE NATION SHOULD LEARN FROM THE PLA; 

THE PLA SHOULD LEARN FROM THE PEOPLE OF THE WHOLE COUNTRY" 

A PHRASE WHICH HAS NOT APPEARED IN A MAJOR EDITORIAL SINCE 
1972. THE QUESTION OF THE LIBERATION OE TAIWAN WAS TREATED 
ALMOST PEREUNCTORILY WITH ONE SENTENCE AT THE END OE THE 
PARAGRAPH ON MILITARY AFEAIRS. 

4. FOREIGN AFFAIRS WERE COVERED IN A BLANDLY WORDED SINGLE 
PARAGRAPH AT THE END OF THE EDITORIAL. IT WAS CLAIMED THAT 
"THE THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES HAVE BECOME THE MAIN FORCE IN 

THE REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE AGAINST THE TWO HEGEMONIC POWERS", 
AND AS USUAL THE SUPERPOWERS WERE PORTRAYED AS BESET BY 
DIFEICULTIES. THERE WERE FAR FEWER CLAIMS OE SPECIFIC 
SUCCESSES, HOWEVER, AND THE TONE OF THIS PORTION OF THE 
EDITORIAL IMPRESSES US AS LESS CONEIDENT THAN LAST YEAR. 

5. IT IS STRIKING THAT, WHILE LAST YEAR'S EDITORIAL CALLED 
FOR "OUTSTANDING ACHIEVEMENTS IN ALL FIELDS OE WORK TO 
GREET THE FOURTH NATIONAL PEOPLE'S CONGRESS ", A YEAR LATER 
THIS EDITORIAL MAKES NO MENTION OF THE CONGRESS AT ALL. 

DESPITE REPEATED STATEMENTS BY CHINESE LEADERS THAT THE 
CONGRESS WILL BE CONVENED IN THE NEAR FUTURE SUFFICIENT 
UNCERTAINTY APPARENTLY REMAINS THAT PEKING SIMPLY CHOSE TO 
IGNORE THE QUESTION. 

6. FINALLY, RUMORS EARLIER THIS YEAR CONCERNING THE DEMISE 
OF REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEES SEEM TO HAVE BEEN LAID TO 
REST BY THE EDITORIAL'S STATEMENT THAT "THE ROLE OF 
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REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEES AND THAT OF ORGANIZATIONS OF 
WORKERS, PEASANTS, WOMEN AND OTHER MASS ORGANIZATIONS 
SHOULD BE GIVEN FULL SCOPE UNDER TOP LEADERSHIP OP THE 
PARTY." 

7. COMMENT: THIS YEAR'S EDITORIAL STRIKES US AS A RATHER 
PERFUNCTORY STRINGING TOGETHER OF CLICHES REFLECTIVE OF 
WHAT WE SENSE IS A WIDESPREAD SENSE OF BOREDOM WITH THE 
CURRENT IDEOLOGICAL CAMPAIGN. AS CHINA ENTERS 1975 

THE CAMPAIGN TO CRITICIZE LIN PIAO AND CONFUCIUS IS CLEARLY 
WINDIND DOWN (THOUGH DUE LIP SERVICE WILL BE DEVOTED TO IT) 

TO BE REPLACED BY A NEW LEAP FORWARD IN ECONOMIC PRODUCTION. 
PROBLEMS AND UNCERTAINTIES REMAIN, HOWEVER, BOTH WITHIN 
THE LEADERSHIP AND WITH THE POPULACE AT LARGE. RIGHT NOW 
PEKING SEEMS TO BE MARKING TIME AND KEEPING TENSIONS DOWN 
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WHILE ITAASSES HOW BEST TO COPE WITH THEM. THE PRESENT 
SITUATION IS A EAR CRY EROM THE EMPHASIS ON "GOING AGAINST 
THE TIDE" WHICH PREVAILED AETER THE lOTH PARTY CONGRESS. 
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
